TH E. Inns of Chancery were probably fo 
named, becauſe there dwelt ſuch Clerks 
as did chiefly fludy the forming of Writs 
which regularly 5 ertained to the Curſitots that 
are Officers in Chaneety. The firſt of theſe 
is called Thavica-Inn, begun in the 5 :
